GERMAN FLEET IN 
GULF OF RIGA AS 
ARMY ADVANCES 


Russians Continue Their Re- 
treat, Which Is Made 
Through Narrow Neck of 
Land Following the Cut- 
ting Off of One Route. 


Furious Battle Continues on 
Italian Front, Gen. Ca- 
dorna’s Men Taking 2300 


Prisoners in Two Days. 


British Aviators Unusually 
Active, Taking Record 
Number of Photographs 
of German Positions. 


PETROGRAD, a 6.—It is semi- 
Officially announced that a German 
fleet has appeared in the Gulf of 
Riga. 

The Russian forces are continuing 

their retreat toward the northeast iu 
the Riga region, crossing the Melupe 
river, the War Office announced to- 
day. 
“In the Riga region, north of the 
Livonian Aa,’’ reads the official state- 
ment, “we continued our retirement 
northeastward, crossing the River 
Melupe. In the region of the Pskoy 
road and the Livonia Aa, our infan- 
try retirement to,the region of Sege- 
vold-and Ligat, 25 versts southwest 
of Venden. 

“Our troops operating in the re- 
gion east.of Riga are continuing to 
retire under the enemy pressure, 
reaching the approximate line of 
Klangsnberg, Moretazberg, Kesiran 
and Friedrichstadt. 7 

The retreat over a neck of land a 
mile and a half wide between .Lake 
Kish and Lake Egel, is being accom- 
plished with the greatest difficul-y 
and with the enemy constantly shet:- 
ing the rear guard. This route 1s 
along the Pskoff Railway, and is ‘he | 
only’ €xit from the cul de sac, the 
German column having moved up 
from the Kull direction, cutting off 
the Russian retreat to the southeast. 

Gen. Alexieff, former commander 
in chief, said today that Petrograd 
was not threatened by the fall of 
Riga. The greater danger, he addea, 
‘Wwas-on the Rumanian front. Gen, 
Vassilkovski, commander of the Pet- 
rograd military district, agrees with 
Gen. Alexieff. He declares the fall 
of Riga is of moral but not strategic 
importance and gives assurance that 
the Petrograd garrison is in good 
spirits, well disciplined and confident 
of the safety of the capital. 

Drastic measures have decided 
upon by the Government to ayert se- 
rious conditions at the capital as a 
result of the capture of Riga. Agents 
will be sent out to stop the flood of 
refugees on the’ way here. Railways 
have been forbidden to sell them 
tickets to Petrograd. 


During the last two days the Riga 
front has been broken on a width 
of 60 versts (40 miles). Throughout 
Tuesday the Germans energetically 
pursued their offensive, particularly 
north of Uxkull, in order to cut the 
Riga-Vennen Railway. 

The civilian head of the War Min- 
istry: Boris Savinkoff\ has issued a 
statement saying that the success of 
the me¢asures which have been taken 
to check the advance “depend wholly 
upon the behavior of our troops.” 


Despites reports of the disgraceful! 
flight of certain elements of Rus- 
sian defenders of Riga positions, 
military commentators praise the 
heroism of certain regiments, among 
which were some composed of Letts, 
who fought bravely to stem the tide 
of retreat, in fact setting an exam- 
rile for their comrades. 

The chief of the general ati, 
Gen. Romanofsky, expresses the 
opinion that the ‘evacuation consti- 
tutes no imminent menace to Petro- 
grad, because the near approach of 
the rainy season will prevent the 
enemy froth advancing far inthe 
direction of the capital. The danger 
of a descent upon the coast near to 
Petrograd is also discounted in of- 
ficial circles for like reasons and the 
additional difficulty the enemy would 
find in maintaining communication

MANY WENT LAST NIGHT 


Three Wards Have Dispatched 
Their Entire Quota of Five 
Per Cent. 


With the departure this morning 
of two more drafted men from S&t. 
Louis for the national army canton- 
ment at Camp Funston, Kan., 88 
registrants from this city have been 
dispatched to the training camp. By 
next Monday St. Louis and St. Louis 
County will have approximately 250 
men under instruction. 

The 84 men who departed yester- 
day morning and the two men who 
left ‘St. Louis the night before had 
arrived at Camp Funston! by noon 
today. The men who were sent away 
this morning were Vito Cadice of 
1009 North Eleventh street and Hor- 
midos Bois Joly of 1714 Wash street, 
registrants in the Fifth Ward. 

Many Departed Last Night. 

All the wards in the city, except 
six, and two districts in St. Louis 
County, sent men to Camp Funston 
last night. Three wards, the Twelfth, 
Seventeenth and Twenty-third, sent 
their entire quota of 5 -per cent, 10 
to 12 men each. These wards will 
dispatch no more men until Sept. 19, 
when 50 per cent of the quota is ‘o 
be mobilized. 


The Twenty-fourth Ward will send 
away a contingent of 17 tonight. The 
wards not represented last night 
were the Second, Third, Thirteenth, 


Kighteenth, Nineteenth and Twenty-~ 


fourth. With the exception of the 
Twenty-fourth, these wards have not 
had a sufficient number of their reg- 
istrants certified to the Adjutant- 
General at Jefferson City.

$1478.66 IN-YEAR’S OPERATION 


101,113 Passengers Were Carried by 
Vehicles in Forest Park, Re- 
ceipts Were $5055.75. 

Figures compiled by the Park 
Commissioner show that the three 
municipal buses, in operation in For- 
est Park since Aug. 1, 1916, fell 
$1478.66 short of paying expenses in 
the tirst year of operation, ending 
July 31 last. 

The receipts from fares in that 
tinie were $5055.75 and*101,113 pas- 
sengers were carried. The large bus 
carried 53,368 of this number. The 
total mileage of all three buses was 
35,475. 

The expenses included wages of 
drivers and conductors, repairs, gas- 
oline, insurance, a fixed charge of 
15 per e2nt for depreciation and in- 
cidental items. The unly months 
which showed a profit were June and 
July of this year. The Park Com- 
missioner said he was highly satis- 
fiel with showing, for ehe had ex- 
pected a greater loss in the first 
year. 


RUSSIANS APOLOGIZE FOR FIRING 
BALL CARTRIGES AT GERMANS 


Swedish Correspondent Tells of Fra- 
ternizing of Troops gn East Front 
in Officers’ Absence. 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. ??.—A story 
of the fraternizing of the German 
and Russian troops along the east 
front. is told by a Swedish corre- 
spondent. The usual daily visits 
were going on, he says, and all was 
peaceful when the Russians sudden- 
ly hegan firing furiously from one 
section of their trenches. A German 
officer ran over and called out in- 
dignantly, “What do you mear by 
shooting with ball cartridges?” 

A Russian officer explained apolo- 
getically, ‘“‘The Colonel has just come 
up for inspection, but he'll be going 
away in a minute.”’ 

When the Associated Press corre- 
spondent was at the front a Ger- 
man Major told how one of his of- 
ficers was shot,through the leg while 
walking in front of the trenches at 
a time when, by the custom of that 
period, neither side was supposed 
to fire. He made indignant repre- 
sentations about it later to the Rus- 
sians, and ‘was told that a party of 
high officers had visited the trenches 
and the soldiers had to shoot. 

“But even at that,’’ said the Major, 
“the fools might have fired higher.”

FURTHER INQUIRY 


INTO MRS. KING'S 
DEATH EXPECTED 


Wealthy Widow Was Shot While 
With Secretary in Se- 
cluded Spot. 


“ACCIDENT” WAS VERDICT. 


Woman fnd Man Had Left 
Companions in Auto to Get 
Drink at Spring. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Further in- 
vestigation into the death of Mrs. 
Maude A. King, whose wealth was 
estimbated yesterday by friends > 
not iess than $2,000,000, and who 
lived in expensive apartment at 1155 
Park avenue, is likely, according to 


a dispatch received from Concord, N. 
C. 

Mrs. King met her death just out- 
side Concord, late Wednesday a week 
ago, through the discharge of an au- 
tomatic pistol. Within a few feet of 
her at the time was Gaston Bullock 
Means, her secretary and confidenti1l 
agent. A coroner’s inquest resulte‘1 
in a verdict of death by accidental 
dischage of a pistol held by Mrs. 
King. 

Dispatches from Concord last nizat 
announced that Means had gone with 
the funeral party to Morrison, UL, 
but had telegraphed there vesterd:ty 
that he would return to Concord 
Saturday. 

Although it was 2 week ago Wei- 
nesday that the tragedy occurred, 
was not until Monday that New Yo 
newspapers gave their first news of 
Mrs. King’s death; and it was Aot 
until the arrival here yesterday of a 
business man from Concord thit 
friends of Means and Mrs. King aot 
full details. 

Tells of the Inquest. 

This man, whose name is withhetd. 
said that very late Wednesday aftte~'- 
noon a week ago he saw Mrs. King, 
Means, a brother of Means and ‘n- 
other Concord man leave the town 
in a large automobile driven by a 
negro chauffeur. ; 

He said a Coroner's jury had been 
impaneled and before it appeared ali: 
the men who had been in the car. 
Means testified, he asserted, that tne 
party had started for a secluded part 
of the country outside the town fos 
target practice, with a small auto- 
matic which hé carried; that they 
stopped about two miles outside Con- 
cord. The chauffeur remained in 
the car, the others got out and fol- 
lowed a path to a spring. Means 
said he and Mrs. King walked ahead. 
while his brother and the other Con- 
cord man loitered some distance be- 
hind; that when they réached the 
spring Means, not. wishing to bend 
over with a loaded pistol in his 
pocket, placed the pistol in the fork 
of a tree, then turned his back to- 
ward Mrs. King while he bent over 
the spring to get a drink of water; 
that he heard a shot and saw Mrs. 
King stretched on the ground. 

Ankle Was Fractured. 

The Concord business man said it 
developed that Mrs. King’s ankle was 
either fractured or badly sprained 
and that there had been no testimony 
to show how she received the injury. 
He described the bullet as. having 
entered her head behind the ear. ie 
said that Means’ brother, the chauf- 
feur and the other Concord man all 
testified they did not see the acci- 
dent, the chauffeur deciaring foliage 
would have prevented him from see- 
ing any of the party after they had 
gone a short distance from the car. 

Mrs. King had been much in pub- 
lic view because of her beauty, 
wealth and her many adventures. 
Born in Morrison; a little town just 
outside of Chicago, of poor parents, 
she was married to James A. King, 
millionaire lumberman. She was 24, 
he 72. After his death it was found 
he had left her only $100,000. She 
sued, broke the will and settled for 
$1,000,000. 

Later’ Mrs. King went to Paris 
where she was married to Dr. Perry 
Chance, an American dentist. Later 
she divorced him and he lost a $5000 
annuity. 


Met Means Three Years Ago, 

Three years’ago she met Means. 
He came here nearly 10 years ago 
with a group of Concord men to work 
in the New York offices of the Can- 
non Mills. Three years ago he Ieft 
this employment. 

He dropped in at his old quarters 
to tell his many friends of his activ- 
ities in German's behalf. Means is 
said to have boasted he was activel, 
in the employ of the German Embas- 
sy, He attracted attention of both the 
British and United States secret s9>- 
vice. 

Means became connected with a 
detective agency. At the Manhattan 
hotel he sent for reporters an: 
charged Charles M. Schwab with vio- 
lating neutrality laws through mak- 
ing submarines for: England. This 
he announced he did as a representa- 
tive of a peace society.

TO LAST FOR 2 YEARS

Price Expected to Advance, How- 
ever, as Result of Closing Dis- 
tilleries Saturday Night. 


Although all. distelleries in the 
United States will close at 11 o’clock 
Saturday night, in compliance with 
Government orders fo 
servation of grain used in\the 
facture of whisky, distillers) 
lers’ agents and wholesalers sa 


day that the amount of whisky) on 
hand in the country will supply a 
normal demand for 18 onths to! 
two years. . 

The only operating distiNery in St. 
Louis is that of the Jack Daniels’ 
Distilling Co., 3960 Duncan avenue. 
The last mash, consuming 400 bush- 
els of corn, was prepared at this 
plant yesterday and the tubs will 
be emptied in time to comply with 
Government orders. 

T. A. Heffernan, president of the 
company, pointed out that the loss 
in revenue to'the Government by 
the cessation of his firm’s operation 
would amount to $1056 daily when 
operating at normal capacity of 20 
barrels or 940 gallons daily. Since 
the order closing ‘the distilleries was 
issued the plant has been recess 
at double capacity. 

Prices for whisky tothe vous 
and the consumer are certain to ad- 
vance materially because of the dis- 
continuation of the » manufacture. 
Heffernan. explained that, with the 
addition. of the proposed Govern- 
ment war tax of $2.20 a gallon, or 
$103.40 a barrel, whisky will cost 
the retailer $4.45 a gallon without 
taking into consideration the. raise 
in the net price that is. certain to, be 
charged by the wholesaler. 

He predicted that whisky ow 
being sold over the bar at 15 Cents 
a drink or $6 a gallon, bringing a 
profit of $3.75 a gallon to the saloon 
man, soon would bring from $15 to 
$18 a gallon. The probable advance 
in wholesale prices qn distilled 
goods, according to Heffernan’s est!- 
mate, will be from 200 to 300 per 
cent. 

While the Government will lose 
the initial tax of $1.10 on whisky be- 
cause of the closing of distilleries, it 
will realize an additional $2:20 on 
all liquor now in stock excep 50 gal- 
lons allowed every holder. 

The loss to the. Jack Daniel com- 
pany will consist of only the tempo- 
rary idleness of the .plant, said by 
Heffernan to represent an investmen' 
of $150.000. It is the company’s in- 
tention to begin the manufacture of 
alcohol, although no Government 
contracts have been obtained yet. - 


A distiller’s agent said that he an- 
ticipated little difficulty in supplying 
his trade because of the closing of 
the distilleries. “The effect of the 
closing of distilleries,” he said, “has 
been largely discounted, both by the 
distillers themselves and the whole- 
salers. The distilleries have been 
producing at full capacity for the last 
month and their product has been 
purchased by rectifiers and wholesal- 
ers.”

on employers without help. 

The demand for both skilled la- 
bor and commercial help is already 
active beyond precedent. This is 


attributed by employers and-by thoge 
in charge of employment agencies ty 
the demands of war manufacture 
and to the drafting and enlistment of 
many workers 
naval service. 
Those already employed have 
many opportunities to get better 
posttions and the result is a con- 
stant void in the lower ranks of em- 
ployment. The ratio of “help want- 
ed”’ advertisements in daily papers 
to those of. “situations wanted” is 
five to one or more, and the “‘sit- 
uation” ads usually appear but once. 
‘Thé ciasses' of help most in de- 
mand are clerks, machine operators, 
laborers and domestic workers. 


Clerks Are in Demand. 

The manager of a large ‘depart- 
ment store said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had never seen so 
great a demand for workers as: at 
present. He said he had not turned 
away an applicant for a sales posi- 
tion in more than a year and that 
he could use 500 more employes ii 
he could get them. He said his 
concern was trying to get wives and 
other relatives of soldiers to accept 
places and was having some success 
in ‘this. 

Joseph J. Farrell, Assistant Labor 
Commissioner, said the railroads had 
standing orders for thousands of 
men and that there is a similar de- 
mand from mines, foundries’ and 
othér industrial plants. Laborers’ 
wages are about $3 a day, where 
they were $2 to $2.25 a year ago. 

W. R. King, In charge of the Fed- 
eral Employment Bureau, said work- 
ers could be obtained, but only at a 
rate which seems high, judged by 
past standards, but which ‘is justified 
by the present cost of living. It fa 
useless to offer less than -30 cents 
an hour, he said. Of 2634 anpplica- 
tions for workers.in August, the bu- 
reau was able to supply only 2152. 

Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, superintend- 
ent of the -women’s department of 
the St. Louis Free Employment Bu- 
reau, said domestic help was almost 
unobtainable. She said domestics 
have complained to her that, becausc 
of the high price of food, their ra- 
tions have been lessened, and that 
they have had to go without meat 
and butter. She said a local factory 
recently called for 300 inexperiencea 
women to work on rubber goods, and 
that she was able to find only 35 
who would try the work. —

Artillery activity continues 
on both sides of the Ypres battle 
front. 

“Last night enemy airplanes again

There was no damage of military im- 
portance. One of the enemy’s raid- 
ing machines was brought down by 
our fire and destroyed. 

“Our airplanes have continued 
their bombing operations actively 
day and night. Yesterday great ac- 
tivity in the air prevailed on both 
sides. Our artillery machines and 
balloons worked all day in co-opera- 
tion with our artillery in spite of 
vigorous attacks from hostile air- 
planes. A reocrd number of aerial 
photographs were taken, many of 
them at great distances behind the 
line. Though the enemy’s airplanes 
showed themselves disclined to meet 
our fighting machines, unless well 
to the east of the line, five hostile 
machines were brought down in com- 
bat and nine others were driven 
down out of control. Seven of our 
machines are missing.” 

“On the night of Sept. 4-5 German 
aircraft dropped bombs on three hos- 
pitals,”” says today’s official com- 
munication. “Local fighting and pa- 
trol encounters occurred during the 
night southeast of St. Julien and east 
of Fleurbaix.” 


French Official. 


PARIS, Sept. 6.—Two German at- 
tacks on the Aisne front last night 
were repelled by the French, says 
today's official statement.

Conference in Indianapolis Was 
Called by Uniion for Purpose of 
Demanding Increase. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 6.— 
Indications shortly before the con- 
vention here today of the. joint con- 
ference of bituminous coal mine own-

Waiting t) Be Taken Home. 

. Nothing was done for the Ameri- 
cans stranded in Germany by the 
Germans with the exception of the 
arrangements for the payment of 
funds by the Dresdner Bank on the 
letters of credit and the dlspatching 
of special trains by the Railroad De- 
partment of the German: Govern- 
ment. As a matter of fact, nothing 
more could have been required of 
the Germans, as it was naturally the 
duty of the American Government to 
take care of its citizens stranded 
abroad. 

Almost the instant that war was 
declared, I cabled to our Government 
suggesting that a ship should be sent 
over with gold, because, of course, 
with gold, no matter what the coun- 
try. necessaries can always be 
bought. Rumors of the dispatch of

Quickening Circular to American 
Consuls. 

In these first days of the war we 
also made a card index of all the 
Americans in. Berlin and, so far as 
possible, in Germany, in order to 
weed out those who had received the 
passport in the first days.when pos- 
sibly some people not entitled to 
them received them, and +o find the 
deserving cases. All Americans were 
required to present themselves at the 
embassy and answer a few questions, 
after which, if everything seemed all 
right, their passports were marked, 
“Recommended for transportation to 
America.” 

I sent out circulars from time to 
time to the ‘Consuls through»:1t Ger- 
many, giving general instructions 
with regard to the treatment of 
Americans. The following circular 
sent out on Aug. 12 is a sample: 

Germany Juggies U. S. Passports. 
AMERICAN EMBASSY, 
Berlin, Aug. 12, i914. 

To the Consular Representatives 

of the United States in Ger- 

many, and for the general in- 
formation of American citi- 
zens: 

A communication will tomor- 
row be published in the serlin 
Lokal Anzeiger regarding the 
sending of a special train to the 
Dutch. frontier for the special 
conveyance of Americans. Oth- 
er trains will proba” '"y be ar- 
ranged for from time to time. 
No further news has been re- 
ceived regarding the sending of 
transports from the United 
States, but applications for répa- 
triation are being considered by 
the embassy and the various 
consular officers throughout 
Germany, according to the cm- 
bassy’s last circular and the an- 
nouncements' published in the 
Lokal Anzeiger. 

All. Americans leaving Berlin 
must have their passports 
stamped by the Foreign Office, 
for which purpose they should 


| 


should take in this regard. 

Letters for the United States 
may be sent to the embassy and 
will be forwarded at the first op- 
portunity. 

German subjects who desire to 
communicate with friends in 
England, Russia, France or Bel- 
gium, or who desire to send 
money, should make their re- 
quests to the Imperial Foreign 
Office. Americans are permitted 
to enter Italy. The steamers of 
the Italian lines are running at 
present, but are full for some 
time in advance. The embassy is 
also informed that the ‘steamer 
from Vlissingen, HEolland, runs 
daily at 1l a. m. The Ambassa- 
dor cannot, however, recom- 
mend Americans to try to reach 
Holland by the ordinary sched- 
ule trains, as he has received re- 
ports of delays en route, owing 
to the fact that all civil travelers 
are elected from trains when 
troops require accommodations. 
It is better to wait for special 
trains arranged for by the ¢em- 
bassy. 

The Dresdener Bank and its 
branches throughout Gernuany 
will cash for Americans only 
letters of credit and checks is- 
sued by good American »anks 
in limited amounts: Included in 
this category are the checks of 
the Bankers’ Association, Bunk- 
ers’ Trust Co., Internationab Mer- 
cantile Marine Co. and American 
Express Co. All checks and let- 
ters of credit must, however, be 
stamped by American Consuls, 
and Consuls must see that the 
consular stamp is affixed to 
those cheeks and letters of credit 
only as the bona fide property of 
American citizens. The Com- 
merz and Disconto Bank makes 
the same offer and the Deutsche 
Bank will cash checks afd let- 
ters of credit by its correspond- 
ents. 


American consular officers 
may also draw later on the 
Dresdener Bank for their sal- 
aries and the official expenses of 
their consulates. Before drawing 
such funds from the bank, 
however, all consular officers 
should submit their expense ac- 
counts to me for approval. These 
expense accounts should be 
transmitted to the embassy at: 
the earliest opportunity.

It will be noticed from the above 
circular that all Americans were 
required to have their passports 
stamped at the Foreign Office. One 
American did not receive back his 
passport. although he had left ir 
at the Foreign Office. The Foreign 
Office claimed that it had delivere-] 
the passport to someone from the 
embassy, but we were not very much 
surprised when this identical pass- 
port turned up later in the. posses- 
sion of Lodi, the confessed German 
spy, who was shot in the Tower of 
London. 

After a time the American Govr- 
ernment cabled me to advance money 
to destitute Americans, and the la- 
dies in the’ ballroom with their as 
Sistants attended to this branch, ad- 
vancing money where needed or so 
much as a person needed to make ur, 
the balance of passage on steerage 
ticket from Holland to the United 
States. At the same time we gradu- 
ally built up a banking system. Those 
in the United States who had friends 
or relatives in Germany sent them 
money.by giving the money to ovr 
State Department, and the State De- 
partnrent in turn cabled me to make 
& payment and this payment was 
made by my drawing a draft for th- 
amount stated on the State Depart- 
ment, the recipient selling his draft 
at a fixed rate to the Deutsche Bank 
in Berlin. This business assumed 
great proportions, and after the 
Americans who were in a hurry to go 
home had disappearea the ones re- 
maining were k+=pt in fusds by ther 
friends and relatives through this 
sort of bank under our management. 

Gold Comes for Repatriating 

Americans. 

On Aug. 23 Assistant Secretary of

A bulietin was published under 
the auspices of the American Ass >-

tain transportation to the United 
States. All Americans without means 
were directed to anply to the Relief 


+ Commission, which was authorizei:l 


to pay for the transportation and 
subsistence of stranded Americans 
in order to enable them to return 
home. 

The enormous quantity of baggage 
left behind by Americans ’'in Ger- 
many was a problem requiring solu- 
tion. . 

In spite of repeated advice to 
leave, many Americans insisted on 
remaining in Germany. Few of them 
were business people: there were 
many songbirds, piano players ane 
students. We had much trouble 
with these belated Americans. For 
example, one woman and her daught 
ter refused to leave when advised. 
but stayed on and ran up bills for 
over 10,000 marks, and as arrest 
for debt exists in Germany. they 
could not leave when they finally 
decided to go. All of us in the om- 
bassy had to subscribe the money 
necessary to pay their most press- 
ing debts, and they finally left the 
country, leaving an added prejudice 
against Americans. 7

STUDENT FLIGHTS AT 


BELLEVILLE CAMP 


TOBEGININ A WEEK 


Aviation Training at Scott Field 
Awaits Only the Arrival 
of Airplanes. 


“WELCOME” SIGN MISSING 


Visitors Find Difficulty of “Look- 
_ ing Around” Growing 
Greater Daily. 


They have just about finished zet- 
ting Scott Field, a half dozen miles 
northeast. of Belleville, ready for the 
Government’s use as an aviation 
training camp. Both. sides of the 
mile-long Toad that runs through 
the camp are lined with new white 
wooden offices, dormitories, repair 
shops and hangars. The ground has 
been nicely leveled, and nothing 
seems to be lacking except a sign 
over the gateway saying ‘‘Welcome, 
Everybody.” 

And there isn’t going to be any 
such sign. Not that the spirit of hos- 
‘pitality is wanting. Maj. George E. 
A. Reinburg, commander of Scott 
Field, is an exceptionally pleasant 
person to meet, and can tell most 
interestingly of the aviation service 
with Gen. Pershing in Northern 
Mexico, where the natives never had 
heard of airplanes before, and ran 
into their houses when they first saw 
them. 

But the training at Scott: Field, 
which will be in full progress within 
a week, is to be intensive training; 
and intensiveness and _ sociability 
don’t go well together in war time. 

You Can Look, That’s All. 

So the St. Lonis and East Side 
motorists who go out the Shiloh 
road in the coming fall days will 
have to be content with seeing the 
airplanes in the air. No one will ob- 
ject to their viewing the flyers, and 
if any motorist, trying to watch a 
half-dozen airmen at once, runs his 
car into one of the big army trucks 
that carry supplies from Belleville, 


‘the enlisted men will help him pick 


up the pieces. But he, or even she, 
may not go inside and meet the can- 
didates for Lieutenants’ commissions 
in the aviation corps. 

Even business men who have deal- 
ings with the camp will have to 
transact the business, in most cases, 
by correspondence or by telephone. 
The orders of the sentry at the en- 
trance are now getting stricter every 
day, and they were pretty strict at 
first; and passes are becoming a curi- 
osity. . 

Thirty-four cadets of the 150 who 
are to be on hand within the next 
week to begin training are now at 
the camp, and the 300 enlisted men 
of the Eleventh and Twenty-first 
Squadrons also are housed in .the 
dormitories. 

Machines Due This Week. 

Delivery of the first airplanes is 
expected before the end of this week, 
and Maj. Reinburg intends to make 
the first flight himself. Maj. S. H. 
Wheeler is the officer in charge of 
} flying, and the training of the young 
aviators will be directly under his 
supervision, while Maj. Reinburg will 
have general administrative charge 
of the camp. ° 

The machines, priced at $8000 
each, are made in two of the air- 
plane plants taken over by the Gov- 
ernment, the Curtiss plant in Buffalo 
and the Standard of Plainfield, N. J. 
There are to be 72 machinesy three 
at either end of each of thee12 long 
hangars, which open upon the level 
flying fleld. They are dual control 
machines, with the instructor’s seat 
in front and the student’s seat in the 
Tear. 

Before the first ascent, the student 
has to learn his instructor's signals, 
for there is no such thing as vocal 
conversation with the propellor mak- 
ing anywhere up to 100 miles an 
hour, which is the speed of the new 
machines. 

Instructor Always Ready. 

After the ascent from the ground, 
the instructor lets the student make 
his first cautious attempts at guid- 
ing the machine, but the instructor 
can resume control instantly if a 
dangerous “air pocket” or any other 
unexpected condition is encountered. 
The instructor gets his hands on the 
wheel again before the descent is at- 
tempted. 

It is éxpected that, after 6 hours’ 
instruction, the student will be able 
to make a “solo flight,” the word 
solo meaning the same here that it 
does in musical performances, ex- 
cept that a solo tenor is usually ac- 
companied and a solo aviator is not. 

In aviation, as in ice skating, the 
next thing after one learns to r 48) 
Straight ahead is to learn to make a 
figure 8. First a big one, then a 
smaller one. Another thing the be. 
ginner: must soon learn is to stop 
his engine at a height of 3000 feat 
and land within a white-washed cir- 
cle of 150 feet radius. Spiral flyine 
with a dead motor and right and left 
turning are other accomplishments 
to be taught in the air above and 
near Scott Field. 

While most of the flying will be 
within sight of the buildings, there 
will be triangular flights of 90 miles. 
80 miles to a leg. It is not unlike 
that St. Louis will see some of 2 
flyers over the East Side land 
south of the Free Bridge, if.not over 
the Mississippi itself. 


What the Men Must Learn. 
There will be flying at Scott Ficld 


from daybreak until. dark daliiy, -ex--< 


cept Sunday. That will be a day of 
rest for students and instructors. 
Resides three hours’ flying daily, the 
cadets will be trained in radio, or 
wireless telegraphy work, in the use 
of rifles and machine guns, and in 
tegular drilling, from ich 
branch of the military service is ex- 
em pt. 

The branches of flying to be 
taught at Scott Field go beyond the 


elementary, but do not reach the 


no 


most advanced branches. which will 
be taught at other camps in this 
country, or in France. 

The cadets, most of them univer- 
sity and technical school men, are 
candidates for the rank of First 
Lieutenant in the aviation section, 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. The 34 men 
who have arrived thus far are from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (Boston Tech). and from the 
University of Texas. 

Maj. Reinburg believes about one- 
half the cadets will succeed in qual- 
ifying ,as aviators. The remainder 
will have to go home or return to 
school, and will be subject to the 
draft in many cases. There is no 
fixed period of time for training an 
aviator. ’ 

The Enlisted Men. 

The enlisted men are mechanicians, 
repairers, lathe hands and wood- 
workers. They are to qualify for 
the rank of master signal electrician 
sergeant and are enlisted for the 
period of the war. ; : 

Little allowance for bad weather 
is being made in, the plans for the 
instruction this fall , and,. winter. 
Frozen ground and some snow will 
not stop the work, but deep snow or 
mud may do so at times, for the mud 
plays tricks with propellers... Still, 
the flyers at the»front-have to go up 
in all kinds of weather, and the same 
will be done at:Scott Field. Night 
flying with big searchlights as guides 
will be a regular feature: of the 
course. 

Maj. Reinburg, a West Point grad- 
vate, had his aviation training at 
San Diego. He accompanied. the 
Pershing expedition into Mexico, and 
landed the first airplane at -Camp 
Kelly, the San Antonio aviation field, 
following a flight from .Fort Sam 
Houston.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 6.—Em- 
ployes of the Pacific Railroad today 
formulated demands upon the com- 
pany, and workmen of the Central 
and Cordoba companies are await- 
ing a reply to their demands.

Unprecedented Money Raising 
Efforts Will Be Made for 
Sevgnth War Bond Issue. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 6.—President 
Wilson's reply to the Pope is being 
turned to account in Germany for 
propaganda purposes in connection 
with the seventh war loan, which has) 
been announced for mid-September. 


From all indications money raising 
efforts are to be made on an unprec- 
edented scale, especially in she rural 
district and in connection with ec- 
clesiastical property and other trus- 
tee funds. \ 

The Merchants’ Guild of Berlin has 
issued an appeal to the nation to 
show its determination to stand by 
the Emperor by record subscriptions. 

Germany’s third Hanseatic city; 
Lubeck, has joined Hamburg and 
Bremen in the manifestation of loy- 
alty to the Emperor and has sent a 
message to him denouncing “the 
miserable and clumsy effort of: the 
President of-the United States to 
drive a wedge between the Kaiser 
and the people.” 

The Emperor has answered a sim- 
ilar message from Bremen, express- 
ing confidence that the attempts to 
sow discord will end in failure. 

The German newspapers continue 
their voluminous comment on Pres- 
ident Wilson’s reply. 


Suggests Mass Mectings. 

The Koelnische Volks Zeitung sug- 
gests a series of mass meetings to 
make clear to President Wilson that 
the German nation “scornfully re- 
jects his insinuations.”’ 

The Cologne Gazette prints a ve- 
hement article in which it is said 
Germany will make peace with all 
her enemies, but not with the United 
States until the latter liberates itself 
from “its corrupt and plutocratic dic- 
tatorship, especially of Wilson and 
Lansing.”’ 

It goes on: “We Germans say to 
the citizens of the United States that. 
we would not change our well- 
ordered liberty for your sham de- 
mocracy.” , 

Vorwaerts has fallen foul. of its 
own party organ, the Socialistic In- 
ternational Korrespondenz, over its 


moderate tone on President Wilson. 
This paper says that Vorwaerts 
stands alone on President Wilson’s 


side and that no other organ of Ger- 
man democracy stands with it. ~~ 


The Nembanische Landes Zeitung, 
a moderate organ which heretofore 
has been for compromise, is cited as 
saying: “Even if we carry through 
democratization and give President 
Wilson all the guarantees he asks, 
it will not avail, because Mr. Wiil- 
son is bent on peace of the mailed 
fist and aims at’ making our people 
the slaves of foreign nations.”

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DECLARES TRIAL I 
PROOF GERMANY 
DIDNT START WAR 


Michaelis Cites 
Made by Russian General 
Answering Treason Charge. 


ENGLAND IS IN THE DARK/& 


No Reports Containing Testi- 
mony Referred to by Chan- 
cellor Have Reached London. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—No _ reports 
which have reached London from 
Russia of the Soukhomlinoff trial, 
either press or official, contain any 
‘revelations or testimony calculated to 
throw light upon the beginnings of 
the war. Chancellor Michaelis’ in- 
terview (contained in an Amsterdam 
dispatch published in late editions of 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday) is an 
enigma both to the officials and the 
newspapers here. 

The Russian newspapers reach 
Germany quickly and may have con- 
tained matter not reported abroad, 
but thus far the German Chancellor 
is discussing the war from premises 
entirely unknown here. 

In his interview Chancellor Mi- 
chaelis said: 

“The eickeonsate of the former 
Russian War Minister and the former 
chief of the general staff (Gen. Jan- 
uschkevitch) are of the greatest im- 
portance. They are calculated com- 
pletely to destroy the legend of Ger- 
many’s guilt in starting the war and 
they will fo-ce Eurvpean opinion, 1% 
the reports are allowed to be pub- 
lished, to revise its judgment on Ger- 
many. 

“The moment which these disclos- 
ures were made is the more favor- 
able, as we have just had knowl- 
edge of the American reply to the 
Pope’s note urging peace. In Sec- 
retary Lansing’s answer the Ger- 
man Government is described as an 
irresponsible Government which se- 
cretly planned to dominate the world. 
which chose its own time for the 
war and cruelly and suddenly exe- 
cuted its plan; which did not heed le- 
gal barriers or truthfulness, which 
flooded a great continent with 
blood, not only of soldiers but of in- 
nocent women and children, the help- 
leas and the poor. 

“When adopting these accusations 
from the entente factory of calum- 
nies the American Government ob- 
viously had ro knowledge of the 
course of the proceedings against 
Gen. Soukhomlinoff. Otherwise its 
judgment would certainly have been 
quite different. 

“It certainly is now established ir- 
refutalby that it was not Germany 
that chose the time for the war, but 
the military party surrounding the 
Czar, who was under the influence 
of France ani England. It is well 
known that the German Emperor, 
who opposed the war clearly and or. 
every occasion, expressed his own de- 
sire and that of the German people 
for peace, especially regarding Rus- 
sia, was surprised by the events 
which occurred during his pleasure 
trip in Scandinavian waters. Up to 
the last moment, in the exchange uf 
telegrams with the Emperor of Rus- 
sia and the King of England, he 
made the most earnest and fervert 
attempts in the interests of peace. 

“The importance of the new dis- 
‘closures is that the Czar, who had 
to decide as to war or peace, in fact 
came to the conviction, from the 
German Emperor's efforts, that Ger- 
many did not desire war. The con- 
sequence of this conviction was his 
positive order to cancel the Russian 
mobilization, but a couple of crim- 
inals disregarded the order and 
thwarted its execution. 

“A consequence of the Emperor's 
efforts also was the Czar’s order to 
Gen. Januschkevitch to give the 
German Ambassador, Count von 
Pourtales, assurance of Russia’s de- 
sire for peace. 

“Who was behind these men?” 
continued the Chancellor. “They 
certainly did not of their own ac- 
cord plan to drive the whole world 
into war. 

“The.execution of this order was 
frustrated by M. Sazonoff, then Rus- 
- glan Foreign Minister,” continued 
the Chancellor. “Who was behind 
these men?

“I need not remind you of the 
relations between Gen Soukhomli- 
noff and M. Poincare and his asso- 
clates. It is well known that the 
election of M. Poincare to the presi- 
dency was a sign of an aggressive 
Franco-Russian alliance against Ger- 
many and that Gen. Soukhomlinoff 
‘was ordered to Paris to play. the 
presidency of the French republic 
into M. Poincare’s hands. At that 
time in Paris’ Gen. Soukholminoff 
made a statement about the Russian 
army and the aiterations of Russian 
plans for mobilization, while short- 
ly before the war he provokingly 
repeated well known articles in the 


Bourse Gazette (Petrograd) about a 


Russia's preparedness. A long time 
previously aggressive plans against 
Germany were prepared by an in- 
fivential political group in France, 
England and Russia. 

“Regarding English influence, at

July 29 and 30 (1914), I. only need 
to refer to a telegram of the Reuter

LABUR ALLIANGE 
BRANCHES WILL 
Fan DISLOYALTY 


Local Organizations Planned 
Throughout Country to Co- 
operate With Government. 


DECLARATIONS DRAFTED 


Resolutions Committee Framing 
Report to Put “Labor Right 
Before the World.” 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 6.— 
The American Alliance of Labor ana 
Democracy, having disposed of the 
preliminary work of organization, 
today took up plans for establishing 
local branches from coast to coast in 
the campaign to bring organized 
labor up solidly behind the Govern- 
ment in its prosecution of the war 
and to stamp out disloyal and pro- 
German societies. 

The Resolution Committee in spe- 
cial session began drawing up the 
declarations of ithe aliiance, which 
are expected to ‘put organized labor 
right before the world.”’ 


John Spargo, former member of 


the Executive Committee of the So- 
cialist party, who with a number of 
other leading Socialists left the party 
because of its anti-war stand, issued 
a statement denying ,reports that a 
new Socialist party would be organ- 
ized. 

‘Speaking for the Socialists in this 
gathering,” he said, “we have no in- 
tention of forming or attempting to 
form any new party here, whether 
to be known as a labor party, Social- 
ist party or otherwise. We have a 
single-minded purpose to join with 
our labor union friends to constitute 
& permanent organization whose only 
purpase will be the crushing out of 
expatriates ahd the enlisting of the 
loyal support of the laboring masses 
of the country in this war. But the 
organization formed here will not in 
any sense be a party.”’ 

Meeting in St. Paul Tonight. 

Tonight Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor and permanent chairman of 
the Alliance, will address a mass 
meeting in St. Paul. Other speakers 
will include Spargo, Frank P. Walsh 
and Charles Edward Russell. 

“A moment’s thuught will decide 
that there never was in all the world 
a great country that was so altruis- 
tic in purpose and idealistic in its 
practices as is the republic of the 
United States,’’ said Gompers in his 
keynote speech at the session yes- 
terday. “With thinking men and 
women I count myself honored as 
one of the critics of the shortcom- 
ings of our Government and our 
country. I am not given to hide or 
to gloss over the wrongs which are 
committed against our people. 

“Under all circumstances I have 
protested against a wrong commit- 
ted against the meanest and hum- 
blest of our ,eople in the United 
States and have tried to be helpful 
so that the wrong should be righted 
and the right conceded and guaran- 
teed because I realized that we in 
the United States have not yet 
reached the acme of perfection in- 
dustrially, politically,: judiciarily or 
socially. Is that a.reason why I 
should befoul my own nest? Is that 
a reason that I should lack in ap- 
preciation of that which has been 
done and that which has been ac- 
complished ? 

“Take country for country, take 
the countries at war against each 
other. and see where liberty and a 
conscience and freedom prevail and 
beyond question it wil] be admitted by 
those who are fair enough to see the 
right and dare to utter the right, that 
the democracies of the world are 
now engaged in one great. titanie 
struggle to free the world from au- 
tocracy, imperialism and militarism 
with one fell stroke.” 

Wants Peace, but 

“We want peace,’ he continged, 
“To ask that the Government of the 
United States now to specifically 
state the terms of peace is to play, 
consciously or unconsciously, into the 
hands of the enemy. At this time 
the military machine of Germany 
and Austria is upon soil foreign to 
them. The military machine is in 
Servia, is in Belgium, outraged Bel- 
gium, and gallant France. A peace 
at this time must necessarily be pre- 
dictated in part at least upon Ger- 
many’s conquest of these countries 
and territories.’’ 

“As the result of the efforts made 
by the American Federation of Labor 
before war was declared,” said Gom- 
pers, “the standards of American 
labor have been guaranteed to be 
maintained and the rights to which 
the toilers and the masses of our 
people are rightly entitled will be 
guaranteed by the Government of 
our country. 

“In the midst of war there can be 
no discussion of those who have the 
guns trained upon them. Asa result 
of the efforts of organized labor an 
agreement was made between the 
Secretary of War and the president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor by which the construction - of 
cantonment work all through the 
country should be carried on based 
upon the union scale of wages, hours 
and conditions of labor. 

“Instead of recognizing these 
achievements in the interests of the 
workers and the masses of our 
ple it was purposely and maliciously 
misinterpreted to be a surrender to 
the Government and a surrender to 
the employing class of the United 
States. 

“Men naturally, some of them pac- 
ifists, saw the opportunity of making 
an attack upon the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and over its head 
upon the Government.”

Speaker Clark, introducing the vis- 
itor, said: 

‘The empire of Japan is our West- 
ern neighbor. They hold one side 
of thé Pacific and we hold the other, 
and every right-thinking man in the 
empire of Japan and the republic of 
the United States hopes that peace 
and amity and friendly relations will 
always prevail among these two 
great Powers,”

IKAISER’S ALLEGED 


PLAN TO 


DENMARK REVEALED 


INVADE 


Emperor’s Telegram to 


Scheme to Safeguard Dane’s Interests by 
Russian-German Occupation. 


Czar Said to Tell of 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—The New 
York Herald today prints a second 
interesting article from Herman 
Bernstein, the noted Jewish writer, 
at Stockholm, purporting to give 
some of the correspondence between 
Emperor William of Germany and 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia in 1905. 
Today’s article follows in full: 


BY HERMAN BERNSTEIN. 
(Copyright, 1917, by the New York 
Herald Co. All rights reserved.) 

STOCKHOLM, via Paris, Sept. 5. 
—Telegrams which passed between 
Czar Nicholas of Russia and Kaiser 
Wilhelm in 1905 reveal that, after a 
meeting of the Emperors of Bjoerke, 
the Kaiser in agreement with Nich- 
olas undertook the realization of his 
scheme to declare the Baltic Sea 
closed. But encountering resistance 
from Denmark, and because of the 
threatening attitude of England, the 
Kaiser decided in 1905, in the event 
of war with England, to do to Den- 
mark what he did later to Belgium. 

He resolved to occupy neutral Den- 
mark with his armies to gain ad- 
vantages which Denmark had _ re- 
fused by declining to join the secret 
Russo-German combination. The 
Kaiser telegraphed about the plot tu 
Czar Nicholas, who consented to the 
violation of Denmark. 

On July 29, 1905, the Kaiser sent 
this telegram to the Czar: 

Reuter telegrams this morning 
announced cruise of British channel 
fleet to Baltic and looking in at our 
ports without paying calls of cere- 
mony. Wither England is anxious 
on account of our meeting or they 
want to frighten me. This will lena 
more weight to my conversation at 
Copenhagen.

at 120 o’clock at night off the Island 
of Bjoerke, on the Swedish coast. 
The Kaiser approached the rendez- 
vous on the imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern, the Czar on board the Rus- 
sian imperial yacht Polar Star. Deep 
political significance was attached to 
the meeting throughout Europe, bu: 
both Russia and Germany officially 
denied that a Russian-German alli- 


ance was in the making.) 
Czar’s Reply to Kaiser. 

The Czar’s reply to the Kaiser, 
sent almost immediately, stated: 

“Have also heard about British 
channel fleet’s projected appearance 
in Baltic. Your trip to Copenhagen 
comes in very good time. Shall im- 
patiently await short notice from 
you about your trip. Best,love Vic- 
toria. Wish you success.” 

This telegram was signed “Nicky.” 
The Kaiser reported his trip to Co- 
pehagen in a telegram sent at 1] 
o’clock in the morning of Aug. 5, 
1905. This telegram is as follows: 

“Trip passed off well under ex- 
treme kindness shown me by whole 
family, especially by your dear old 
grandfather. After my arrival I soon 
found out through reading press re- 
ports, Danish and foreign, that very 
strong current of mistrust and mis- 
apprehension was engendered 
against my call, especially from En- 
gland. King had been so intimidat- 
ed and public opinion so worked up- 
on that I was unable to touch ques- 
tion which we agreed I was to men- 
tion to him. 

“British Minister, dining with one 
of my gentlemen ,used very violent 
language against me, accusing me of 
vilest plans and intrigues, declaring 
that every Englishman knew and 
was convinced I was working for 
war with and destruction of En- 
gland. 

“You may imagine what stuff a 
man like this may have been put- 
ting into the minds of the Danish 
family, the court and the people. I 
did all in my power to dispel cloud 
of distrust by behaving quite uncon- 
cernedly and making no allusion to 
serious politics at all. 

“Considering great number of 
channels leading from Copenhagen 
to London and proverbial want of 
discretion of the Danish court, I was 
afraid to let anything be known 
about our alliance, as it would imme- 
diately have been communicated to 
London, a most impossible thing so 
long as treaty is to remain secret 
for the present. By.long conversa- 
tion with Isvolsky, however, I was 
able to gather that actual minister 
of foreign affairs, Count Raben, and 
number of persons of influence have 
already come to the conviction that 
in case of war and impending attack 
on Baltic from foreign power Danes 
expect their inability and helpless- 
ness to uphold even shadow of neu- 
trality against invasion, it being evi- 
dent that Russia and Germany will 
immediately take steps to safeguard 
their interests of laying hands on 
Denmark and occupying it during 
the war. 

“As this would at the same time 
guarantee territory and future ex- 
istence of dynasty and country, the 
Danes are slowly resigning them- 
selves to this alternative and making 
up their minds accordingly. This 
being exactly what you wished and 


| hoped for, I thought it better not to 


touch on the subject with the Danes 
and refrained from making any allu- 
sions. 

“It is better to let the idea develop 
and ripen in their heads and let 
them draw final concluisons them- 
selves, so that they will on their own 
accord be moved to lean upon us and 
fall in line with our two countries. 
Tout vient a qui sait attendre. 
“The question about Charles going 
to Norway has been arranged up to 
the smallest detail, England having 
consented to everything, and there 
is nothing to be done any more. I] 
talked with Charles about his pros- 
pects and found him very sober and 
without any illusions about his task 
What do you say to the program of 
festivities for your allies at Cowes? 
The whole of the Crimean veterans 
have been invited to meet former 
brothers in arms who fought with 
them against Russia. Very delicate 
indeed. It shows I was right when I 
warned you two years ago to re- 
form the old Crimean combination. 
They are fast warming up again with 
a vengeance. Weather was fine. 
Best love to Alice.” 


This telegram was signed “Wlly.”’ 
(Note—It was late in July, 1905, 
that the Kaiser made the trip. to 
Copenhagen, where he was the guest 
of King Christian of Denmark, which 
he describes in his telegram to the 
Czar. Europe attached political sig- 
nificance to this trip, but it was de- 
nied. On Aug. 3 1905, just before 
the Katser left for home, he met on 
board the yacht Hohenzollern Prince 
Charles of Denmark and his Prin- 
cess. At that time it was officially 
announced that the German Em- 
peror had promised to support 
Prince Charles for the thorne of 
Norway. In November, 1905, Prince 
Charles of Denmark assumed the 
throne of Norway, becoming King 
Haakon VII.)

WEALTHY LIQUOR 
DEALER INDICTED 
ON THEFT CHARGE 


Henry Albrecht of East St. Louis 
Accused of Part in Freight 
Car Robbery. 


Indictments charging 14 East St. 
Louis men and three St. Louisans 
with breaking into and robbing 
freight cars in interstate transit have 
been returned by the Federal grand 
jury at Danville, [l. Among the 
East St. Louisans indicted are Henry 
Albrecht, wealthy president of H. 
Albrecht & Co., wholesale liquor 
dealers, and David and Michael 


Bros. Grocery Co., 500 St. Louis ave- 
nue. 

The charge against the Sussmans 
is that they, with Julius B. Seifer*, 
proprietor of an East St. Louls ga- 
rage, Gilbert Falls, a railroad watch- 
man, and three St. Louis gangsters— 
Max Greenberg, Ben Miller and Ed- 
ward Powers—broke into a freight 
car and stole $2500 worth of cigsa- 
rettes. The cigarettes were found ia 
Sussman’s grocery store by detect- 
ives and Federal agents. The suss- 
mans, according to information 
given out by the East St. Louis in- 
vestigators, are said to have report- 
ed that they got the cigarettes from 
Seifert’s garage. 

The charge against Albrecht is 
that he and Greenburg, Miller, Pow- 
ers and “Dutch” Hempling broke into 
a freight car and stole $1500 worth 
of cigarettes. These cigarettes were 
found in Albrecht’s saloon, accord- 
ing to evidence laid before the Fed- 
eral authorities, and got there 
through the Seifert garage channel. 

A third indictment charges James 
Kelly, Dan Quam, Charles Hursey, 
a former East St. Louis policeman; 
Willard Husband, Elmer Piper, Wil- 
liam Piper and Tames Piper with

Its pres- 
ent owner is a syndicate organized 
by J. J. Cummins of Chicago. 

The road is now asking the Illinois 
Utilities Board to permit it to cease 
operating. Several weeks ago it sold 
and shipped away four of its cars, 
leaving only one in operation. It 
wants to withdraw this one, but Al- 
ton will not let it. The Board of 
Trade there recently obtained an 
order from the Utilities Board to 
force the company to operate its lone 
car, though few passengers ride on ?t.

Pershing’s Soldiers Fraternize 
With Their Allies on the 
French ‘Fourth of July.’ 


‘SOME HOLIDAY’ THEY SAY 


Modest Potion of Wine Issued to 
Each Fighting Man by French 
Government.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 


TERS, France, Aug. 8.—I attended 
today the most confraternal soldier 
party I ever expect to see in this 
wartime work, and certainly one in 
which the spirit of untson between 
the poilu and the khaki-clad was 


truly exemplified. It was a genuine 
half-holiday and picnic combined, 
and fittingly proper, in view of the 
circumstances surrounding it, as well 
as full of the thing that binds closer 
together men with hearts having a 
common cause. 

On July 14, the French national 
holiday, the French Government is- 
sued a modest ration of red wine for 
each American soldier and noncom- 
missioned officer, and a like ration 
of champagne for each American of- 
ficer. Gen. Sibert was at once con- 
fronted with a problem. He did not 
like to refuse, nor indeed could he 
well do so, and yet he did not like 
to make the distribution begause 
the American soldier’s regular liquid 
refreshment is coffee, and the “pin- 
ard’’ of the poilu a refreshment 
barred from his menu, while the sol- 
dier of France looks upon his réd 
ink as something upon a level with 
his daily bread. . 

The commander of the American 
forces now entraining turned the 
matter over in his mind. He finally 
came to the decision that a regular 
soldier’s picnic would permit the use, 
judiciously. of the French Govern- 
ment’s gift, because the poilu would 
help drink it. So he suggested to 
the commander of the French en- 
training division that after the usual 
morning’s work the noon hour 
should mark the end of an entrain- 
ing day, and that officers and men 
should gather around their noonday 
sward for a real feed and spend the 
rest of the afternoon in _ pleasure 
bent as their fancies might prescribe. 

The French commander agreed. So 
today, instead of the regular lunch 
given to the American soldiers on the 
entraining field, camp kitchens were 
muled up to the grounds and a real

And then 
the American musicians played 
‘Dixie” and “Marching Through 
Georgia” and a bunch of coon song 
music, while the

French music. Each sige acquitted 
itself in a musical glory, the swing 
of each piece ringing over the hills 
about the entraining field.

We shall be as loyal to the struggle for 
freedom and democracy at home as to the 
struggle for freedom and democracy in 
international relations. 

There were few copperheads among the work- 
ingmen during the Civil War. Copperheads were 
confined largely to political irreconcilables and 
sophists who split hairs over the limits of local 
and general jurisdictions. 

Is the free worker of today less able to grasp 
the danger to himself from the perpetuation and 
extension of autocracy and its despotic social 
and industrial system than the free worker then 
was to grasp the danger from the perpetuation or 
extension of the principle of involuntary, unpaid 
labor? 

Can the patriotic labor of the United States 
visualize the position of distrust and suspicion 
and even odium it will occupy after the war if 
it permits a small minority of ill-disposed ad- 
herents to class it as a whole with disloyalists 
who oppose the war or even with those who are 
indifferent to the duty imposed on the citizen 
by the war needs of his Government?

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OUR JAPANESE COMRADES. 
Distrust of Japan survives in this country, 
despite the efforts of representative American 
and Japanese statesmen for full understandings 
and amicable relations of permanency. The pos- 
sibility of oversea trouble to the west in the 
future is still often spoken of, notwithstanding 
that peace by international agreement is to rule 
in the world unless the present war fails in one 
of its chief purposes. 
Such speeches as the one made by Viscount 
Ishii to the House at Washington should do 
much toward removing this feeling of insecurity 
resulting from doubt as to ambitious Japanese 
designs. “We recognize,“ he said in welcoming 
America’s entrance on the. war, “the great up- 
lift given to humanity and the promise of a 
physical victory doubly insured by the momen- 
tous decision you have taken. We are eager 
for counsel with you. We came to find out how 
these two nations can best co-operate in the con- 
duct and winning of the war. We are proud to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the soldiers of 
America.” 
Japan now has a government modeled exactly 
on that of the German empire. Of course, the 
wonder is that in one generation Japan should 
have progressed even this far fm the evolution 
of civilized governmental forms. Perhaps an 
advance to higher ground, the substitution of 
responsible for irresponsible government—ea gov- 
ernment dependent on and accountable to the 
representatives of the people, instead of to a 
monarch—is presently to be inventoried among 
the other beneficial results of the war. 
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Uncle Sam is playing the dual role of the 
“Bull” and the “Bear” in the latest dramatiza- 
tion of “The Pit.” 
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PARTNERS IN DEMOCRACY. 

St. Louis this week is mobilizing two great dem- 
ocratic forces—80,000 public school children and 
4577 men for the new national army. ; 

It may seem incongruous to associate the little 
girl with her beribboned braid on the way to her 
first primer class and the broad-shouldered youth 
en route to a school where he will learn to kill, 
but an identical and important end is served by 
both mobilizations.

Once more the poor consumer gets it in the 
neck! The price of white collars has been in- 
creased from 15 cents to 20 cents each. The first 
news came from manufacturers in that center 
of the collar trade, Troy, N. Y. One wouldn't be 
surprised to hear any day that these necessary 
articles are being sold by troy weight. 

The manufacturers have a perfectly plausible 
éxplanation. They say it is because of a scarcity 
of materials and labor. With all due deference 
to their inside knowledge, one surely will be 
pardoned for saying that the excuse will hardly 
wash. 

Within the next few months a million or so 
of white-collar wearers will have been collared 
by the Drill Sergeants of the new army and will 
wear white collars no more until after the war. 
According to the law of supply and demand, this 
ought at least to stabilize the market, if it doesn’t 
glut it. As each man would require ordinarily 
at least a dozen collars a year, this would mean 
a difference of 12,000,000 collars. There may be 
no connection between these facts and the new 
advance, but somehow the suspicion that there 
is sticks in one’s gorge. 

‘Upon the receipt of the news from the manu- 
facturers, retailers announced an immediate raise 


Lin prices to the new figure. But ought not that 


charge to be based upon what they must pay 
for new supplies and not upon what they paid 
for the stocks on hand? There is certainly ground 
for the supposition that the retailers and mann- 
facturers are banded together in a five-ply, non- 
shrinkable scheme to choke a few more dollars 
out of a long-suffering public.

When it is remembered that the total area of 
England and Wales is somewhat less than that 
of Missouri, the announcement that there are 
600,000 more acres of land in cultivation in 
them this year than last throws light on John 
Bull’s heroic effort to discount the submarine 
warfare.
